MacArthur's message to the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, which we print as our editorial of 
the week in the adjoining columns, impresses 
us as a masterly statement for the precise rea- 
son that it correctly judges the interaction be- 
tween good strategy and politics. Speaking as 
a strategist, the general makes it indubitably 
clear that Formosa is a most vital link in the 
defense of the U.S. on the western shores of the 
Pacific, Lose that link and the Aleutians-Japan- 
Okinawa-Formosa-Philippines defense line is 
badly breached; protect it and the U.S. and its 
friends throughout the Pacific basin are rela- 
tively safe from harm. (The distances on the 
map, printed above, tell the story better than 
words.) But if strategical considerations make 
the defense of Formosa an imperative, there 
are other, more positive reasons why a strong 
stand on Formosa is necessary to the cause of 
freedom in the world. As MacArthur indicates, 
the way to make friends throughout the Far 
East is to show valor, brains, decision and heart 
in the conduct of one’s foreign policy. A success- 
ful defense of Formosa would be worth billions 
of pages of pamphlets to the U.S. cause on the 
Asiatic mainland. 

On July 10 we said on this page: ‘The Amer- 
ican problem in Asia can be divided into two 
parts—although actually they are inextrica- 
ble. There is the question of the military de- 
fense of the U.S. And there is the question of 
our constructive, brotherly relations with the 
people of Asia.” MacArthur has provided a 
polestar to guide the U.S. in thinking about 
the two-pronged but essentially unified Ameri- 
can problem in the Pacific and Asia. 
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MacARTHUR’S MASTERLY STATEMENT FILLS A VOID IN U.S. THINKING 


In a message prepared for delivery to the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, meeting early this 
week in Chicago for their 1950 National En. 
campment, General Douglas MacArthur, Com- 
mander in Chief of the U.N. forces in Korea, 
made the first statement on Formosa and its 
strategic and political importance that he has 
ever given for direct quotation and under his 
own name. Because of its transcendent impor- 
tance to the American people, we offer a slightly 
condensed version of it as this week's editorial. 
Said General MacArthur: 


In view of misconceptions . . . being voiced 
concerning the relationship of Formosa to 
our strategic potential in the Pacific, I be- 
lieve it in the public interest to avail myself 
of this opportunity to state my views thereon 
to you. ... To begin with, any appraisal of 
that strategic potential requires an apprecia~ 
tion of the changes wrought in the course of 
the past war. Prior thereto the Western stra- 
tegic frontier of the United States lay on the 
littoral line of the Americas with an exposed 
island salient extending out through Hawaii, 
Midway, and Guam to the Philippines. That 
salient was not an outpost of strength but 
an avenue of progress along which the en- 
emy could and did attack us. 

All of this was changed by our Pacific vi 
tory. Our strategic frontier then shifted to 
embrace the entire Pacific Ocean. ... We 
control it to the shores of Asia by a chain of 
islands extending in an arc from the Aleu- 
tians to the Marianas held by us and our 
free allies. From this island chain we can 
dominate with airpower every Asiatic port 
from Vladivostok to Singapore and prevent 
any hostile movement into the Pacific. . 
Our line of defense is a natural one and can 
be maintained with a minimum of militar 
effort and expense. It envisions no attac 
against anyone nor does it provide the bas- 
tions essential for offensive operations, but 
properly maintained it would be an invinci- 
ble defense against aggression. If we hold 
this line we may have peace—lose it and war 
is inevitable. 

The geographic location of Formosa is 
such that in the hands of a power unfriendly 
to the United States it constitutes an enemy 
salient in the very center of this defensive 
perimeter, 100 to 150 miles closer to the ad- 
jacent friendly segments—Okinawa and the 
Philippines—than any point in continental 
Asia. At the present time there is on Formosa 
a concentration of ... air and naval bases 
which is potentially greater than any similar 
concentration on the Asiatic mainland be- 
tween the Yellow Sea and the Strait of Ma- 
lacea. ... An enemy force utilizing those 
installations currently available could in- 
crease by 100% the air effort which could be 
directed against Okinawa as compared to op- 
erations based on the mainland and at the 
same time could direct damaging air attacks 
with fighter type aircraft against friendly in- 
stallations in the Philippines. . . . Our air su- 
premacy at once would become doubtful. . . . 

Formosa in the hands of [a] hostile power 
could be compared to an unsinkable aircraft 


carrier and submarine tender ideally located 
to accomplish offensive strategy and at the 
same time checkmate defensive or counter- 
offensive operations by friendly forces based 
on Okinawa and the Philippines. This un- 
sinkable carrier-tender has the capacity to 
operate from 10 to 20 air groups of types rang- 
ing from jet fighters to B-29 bombers as well 
as to. provide forward operating facilities 
for short-range coastal submarines. . . . 

Should Formosa fall and its bases thereaft- 
er come into the hands of a potential enemy 
of the U.S., the latter will have acquired an 
additional “fleet” which will have been ob- 
tained and can be maintained at an incompa- 
rably lower cost than could its equivalent in 
aircraft carriers and submarine tenders. 

Historically, Formosa has been used as a 
springboard for . . . military aggression di- 
rected against areas to the south. The most 
notable and recent example was the utiliza- 
tion of it by the Japanese in World War II. 
... The supporting air forces of Japan’s army 
and navy were based on fields situated along 
southern Formosa. From 1942 through 1944 
Formosa was a vital link in the transpor- 
tation and communications chain which 
stretched from Japan through Okinawa and 
the Philippines to southeast Asia. As the U.S 
carrier forces advanced into the western Pa 
cific, the bases on Formosa assumed an 
creasingly greater role in the Japanese de 
fense scheme. Should Formosa fall in the 
hands of a hostile power, history would re- 
peat itself... . 

Nothing could be more fallacious than the 
threadbare argument by those who advo- 
cate appeasement ... in the Pacific that if 
we defend Formosa we alienate continental 
Asia. Those who speak thus do not under- 
stand the Orient. They do not grasp that it 
is the pattern of Oriental psychology to.re- 
spect and follow aggressive, resolute and 
dynamic leadership—to quickly turn from 
a leadership characterized by timidity... . 
Nothing in the last five years has so inspired 
the Far East as the American determination 
to preserve the bulwarks of our Pacific Ocean 
strategic position from future encroach- 
ment, for few of its peoples fail accurately 
to appraise the safeguard such determina- 
tion brings to their free institutions. To pur- 
sue any other course would be to turn over 
the fruits of our Pacific victory to a potential 
enemy. It would shift any future battle area 
5,000 miles eastward to the coasts of the 
American continents, our own home coasts; 
it would completely expose our friends in the 
Philippines, our friends in Australia and New 
Zealand, our friends in Indonesia, our friends 
in Japan and other areas, to the lustful 
thrusts of those who stand for slavery as 
against liberty, for atheism as against God. 

The decision of Truman on June 27 
lighted into flame a lamp of hope through- 
out Asia that was burning dimly toward ex- 
tinction. It marked for the Far East the 
focal and turning point in this area's struggle 
for freedom. It swept aside in one monumen- 
tal stroke all of the hypocrisy and the soph- 
istry which has confused and deluded so 
many people distant from the actual scene.

DAY AS PRIVATE, 16 


For Roy Day, orEl Paso, luck has lasted dur- 
ing his 14 years in the Army. A small (5 feet, 
5 inches 'y, hard-bitten man, Day joined 
the Army at 16 and in 1941 was sent to the Phil- 
ippines. On Bataan a Jap shell struck so near 
him that he was blown out of his foxhole, land- 
ing hard on his back. The jarring would have 
killed a heavier man, but Day survived after 
weeks in a hospital, wrapped in a plaster cast. 
Before he recovered Bataan fell, and he was 
taken prisoner by the Japanese. 

Day spent the war ina Philippine pri 
where, once again, death confronted h 
was picked as one of thr ners to b 
headed in reprisal for the e: ‘an American 
prisoner. But the morning before the sched- 
uled execution the prisoner was recaptured and 
Day was rep! 

After the war Corporal Day was stationed 
in the U.S. But he fretted at the tameness of 
barracks routine. Most of all he wanted to go 
to Japan and rout out the stiff little guards who 
used to smack him around in prison. Unable to 
get a transfer overseas, he quit the Army only to 
re-enlist in 1950 in the Ist Cavalry Division. 

On Tuesday, August 15, Day was among the 
31 soldiers of this division who were captured 
which they had mistaken for 
ns. Like the other Americans his 
ds were tied behind his back with shoelaces. 
ys he was shunted from ridge to ridge, 
if he stumbled, as the Reds drove him 
alongin th eflorts to dodge U.S. troops 
and planes. He was given a bit of fruit to eat, 
and he dug holes in the sand to get water. One 
night he heard the Red licutenant say the pris- 
oners would be killed if American troops came 
too close. On Thursday morning the troops did 
come too close. The massacre began. As the 
tarted firing at the prisoners with “burp” 
guns, Day dove headlong into the ground. His 
friends fell all around him, most of them shot 
dead. When the wounded ones groaned the 
North Koreans finished them off.

When Joseph L. Mankiewicz undertook to direct No Way Outhe knew 
he was heading for trouble. But he has never been a man to duck out 
of that. A year ago, in Lie’s Round Table on the Movies (Lire, June 
27, 1949), he made a blast at the exhibitor, whom he termed “a real- 
estate operator whose chief concern should be taking gum off carpets 
and checking adolescent love-making in the balcony.” 

The exhibitors were naturally incensed. They did not have much of 
a comeback at the time, for Mankiewicz had just provided them with 
ht and profitable comedy, Letter to Three Wives. But the insult has 
and just recently an exhibitor named Harry Arthur Jr. got off 
an open letter to Mankiewicz gleefully predicting that the next Bob 
Hope picture will make much more money than No Way Out. 

The film thus promises to be a test between the theory of Mankie- 
wicz, that the public wants films which are “different,” and that of 
Mr. Arthur, who holds that “only relatively small audiences exist for 
this type film fare,” that the genui nee wants Entertainment 
and not “Sophistication and Artistic ( . celluloidal psychia- 
try, realism, sadism, illness, death and relations.” 

Mankiewicz is probably not so much worried by the gripes of exhibi- 
tors as by the threat of censorship. Unlike the other Negro-problem 
films, most of which had trouble-free runs, No Way Qut touches many an 
exposed nerve. So far there has been no attempt to show it in the South, 
and in uneasy Chi it has been banned outright, because, says the 
his picture puts it on heavy. . . .

Since they are themselves p 
dominantly Russian, there is no need to charge them with comple 
raison ix exploiting te people's patiotiien. Bat, repardlees of 1 
y of motive, they do exploit it to the limit, playing on the patri- 
¢ theme everywhere ently, through every possible medium 
of publicity. Much of this pa spurious and calculat 
xtravagant—the idealization of the ™ 
a g vilification of the West. But however false the uses to 
which it is put, the people's patriotism is a foi 
‘The puzzling feature of this patriotism, to the Westerner, is the fact 
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RUSSIAN PATRIOTISM conrinveo 


that it is lavished on a land that is dull in its scenery, severe in its 
climate and historically harsh to its own people. What inspires a 
people to love so extravagantly a land so ungenerous? 

Thave often heard the brisk answer: “Doubtless because there 
is so much of it!” Glib though it may be, that remark has serious 
substance. There is something about the very vastness of the Rus- 
sian land that excites an emotional response. The low hills have a 
repetitive lift and a swing to them like the ground swell of the sea 
and, as with the sea, one can readily come to love them for them- 
selves. Gogol, writing from exile in Italy more than a century ago, 
captured this feeling in Dead Souls: 

“Russia! Russia! I can see you—from my marvelous, fine dis- 
tance, I can see you. All is poor, scanty and shelterless in you—no 
arrogant wonders of art... . Everything in you is level and open 
as the desert; like little dots, like punctuation marks, your low 
cities thrust up unnoticed among the p! nothing flatters or 
charms the gaze. But what sort of inscrutable, secret power attracts 
one to you? Why does your melancholy song, drifting through all 
the length and breadth of you, sound in one’s ears? What is in this 
song? What calls and sobs and clutches at the heart? What sort of 
sounds kiss hurtingly, stream into the soul, and wind themselves 
around my heart? Russia! What can it be that you want of me? What 
sort of indescribable bond is hidden between us? . . . What do those 
unbounded spaces prophes; Oh, what shining, marvelous, 


unknown distances there are in your land, oh, Russia!” 


The sense of familiarity 


ERE Russian patriotism seems to pose a typical Russian par- 

adox: is not the exhilarated response to great sweeping di 
tances inconsistent with the notorious provincialism of the Ru 
sians? The nature of Russian landscape provides the explanation. 
Though there are flashes of real beauty in the countryside—beauty 
of an unkempt, pastoral sort, somber with pines and firs and bright 
with the silver Beles of birch: the pattern is repeated with al- 
most hypnotic monotony. Because of this sameness, because each 
place, each village and town, looks so much like the last or the next, 
the Russian can view almost any landscape for the first time with a 
sense of intimate familiarity verging on nostalgia. In this sense 
the Russian’s provincialism is the very heart of his nationalism. 

Such is the power of the Russians’ provincialism, their deep 
sense of belonging to their given land, that it has almost stifled any 
venturesome pioneering spirit. Never successful colonizers over- 
seas, they let their one venture in America wither on the vine, and, 
in striking contrast to the Germans, showed no liking for Afric 
As for seagoing, it is doubtful if Russians did as much as other 
nations in exploring even their own back yard in the Eurasian 
Arctic. Even the colonization of Siberia could scarcely be recorded 
as a work of mass enthusiasm since a part of it has always been 
done through penal settlements and forced emigration. Today the 

“periphery” is no more appealing than evei evident from the 
special inducements Moscow offers to engineers, artisans and 
professional men for distant duty. 

Though in their youth they are much taken with the tales of 
Falas' Varia ais Bade Varidscl they grow up the Russians are in- 
creasingly happy to live precisely where their fathers lived, and 
there to be buried. While liking an occasional bit of travel within 
Russia, they like getting back home again even better. Today, since 

“the people” own the railroads, there is nothing wrong with stealing, 
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AN PATRIOTISM continveo 


rides on them, and nonpaying passengers crowd the trains, But 
the crowds do not suggest any people’s wanderlust so much as an 
eloquent commentary on the universally bad highways and the 
infinitesimally small number of automobiles. Taverns and hotels 
have always been in short supply in Russia, As Pushkin wrote in 
his Eugene Onegin, “Our roads are bad; the bridges, forgotten, rot 
away; at all the post stops, bedbugs and fleas do not give us a min- 
ute to sleep; and there are no taverns.” What was true 125 years 
ago is almost equally true today; it is a land without Howard John- 
sons, Hot Shoppes or hamburger stands, and the traveling Russian 
carries his food with him. 

Russia’s towns, even her cities, have a provincial air. Moscow 
itself is like an overgrown country town in many ways. Herdsmen 
lead their cows and goats along the capital’s boulevard 
the squeal of pigs, carried under the arms of hundreds of Mos 
marketers, is a city sound as familiar as automobile horns 

‘The Great Russians have never had big, isolated farms like thos 
everywhere in America. Notably, their language has no word for 
“country” in the general sense of “outside the town.” The Russian 
expression is “in the village.” They have never had isolated farms; 
everywhere the peasants, seeking companionship, have strung 
their log houses together along both sides of a single road. A Rus- 
sian veteran of the Finnish war once told me what strange, tough 
people the Finns were, “In Finland you even see solitary houses in 
the forest, perhaps as much as two or three kilometers from any 
other house. You would think they would die of fear and loneli- 
ness. A Russian could never live like that.” 


Motherland ys. fatherland 


HE more one examines the sources and inspiration of Russian 

patriotism the more striking seems that element which is sim- 
ply love for one’s native land, quite distinct from loyalty to a polit- 
ical entity. The language itself distinguishes between the two con- 
cepts. Rodina is the native land, “Mother Russia, ” the pl where 
one is born. Otechestvo, meaning literally “fatherland,” has more 
the connotation of the political entity, There is ample evidence that 
the people’s love for rodina e: d before there ever was a Russia as 
a political unit. Russian Historian Klyuchevsky has pointed out 
that, though the word “Russia” existed, it was always the Rus- 
skaya zemlya, the very soil itself, that was used in expressions of 
patriotism in the early days of Russian history. Never once in the 
early chronicles does one meet with the expression “Russian peo- 
ple.” It is always “the land. 

In his lovely poem Rodina, Lermontov has caught the fragrant 
spirit of this love of land. In prose translation it goes like this: 

I love my native land, but with a strange love which does not 
yield to reason. It is not glory, bought with blood, nor the peace 
that is full of a proud faith, nor the cherished traditions of the dark 
old times that stir in me the pleasing dream. 

“But I love—why, I do not know—the cold silence of her steppes, 
the tossing of her shoreless forests, the flow of her rivers like the 
sea... 

I love the little smoke of the burning stubble, the train of wag- 
ons spending the night on the steppe, and the pair of whitening 
birches on the hill in the midst of the yellow harvest. With a con- 
solation that many do not know, I see the full threshing floor, the

log hut thatched with straw, the window with its carved frame; 
and on a feast day, in the dewy evening, I am ready to gaze till 
midnight on the dancing, with its stamping and its whistling, ac- 
companied by the talk of the dear, drunken muzhiks.” 

Love of the soil comes easiest to those who must eat from the soil 
—and who eat so little as to thank the soil for life itself. The vast 
mass of the Russian people spend most of their time and energy in 
simply obtaining enough to eat. The countryside, even close around 
Moscow, swarms with city dwellers augmenting their scanty food 
supply; even the shoulders of the roads are planted with private 
plots and potatoes. This is one of the nations farthest 
removed from the land of the supermarket. At least twice since the 
Red Revolution vast famines have choked the land, darkening the 
s well as the villages. Nearly every Russian knows what hun- 
ger really is. Once, visiting a peasant log cabin, I remarked to the 
family that life in the villages must be a good life, peaceful and 
I nd one always could get enough to eat from the land and 
the stock. The old couple looked at me almost wonderingly, and 
one of them said, “But suppose your cow dies, or your goat is taken 
i en you and your family 
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Hard people from a hard land 


HE Russian, who rarely gets meat, knows that food springs 

from the soil, that it is the zemlya of Mother Russia that giv 
him his very life. The log cabins themselves, in which all the coun- 
try folk live and which form an appreciable part of even the great- 
est cities, grow out of the earth. Often half-submerged, villages are 
almost hard to discern, forming a part of the earth itself. I knew a 
Russian city dweller who insisted she was not attracted to America 
because when she thought of it all she could see was industry and 
the towers of New York, and never the land itself. To her the rich 
prize for which the Swedes, the French and the Germans had i 
vaded Russia—the prize which is today coveted by the “capitalist 
encirclers”—is not the oil of the Caucasus nor the gold of Siberia 
nor the minerals of the Urals, but the very soil of Russia that gives 
life to the vast Russian people. 

The hard land has produced a hard people. It would seem that 
the Russians’ love for rodina would have been beaten out of them 
by their long succession of brutal masters. It has not been so. Most 
Soviet citizens of today have no standard for treatment except 
the Czarist regime. There is no question but that they have more 
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RUSSIAN PATRIOTISM continveo 


general social benefits today than they had under the Czar, though 
in the same 30 years most nations have registered similar progres 
But the truth in any case is that most Russians do not regard them- 
selves as being badly treated. They know that dark things continue 
to happen under the Soviets to the individual, to whole communi- 
ties and classes. But, fed on their fat diet of government propagan- 
da, they believe that such things, although hard on the individual, 
are for the common good. In the absence of any means of infor- 
mation but word of mouth, each person, each community, knows 
very little about what happens to other Soviet citizens, or why it 
happens. They know only that it is not healthy to be insistently 
nd the universal human feeling that “it can’t happen to 
me”—either because one is too clever or because one’s conscience 
is clear—prevails among the Russians, lulling even themost fearful. 

To explain how a people can love even as they may fear, one 
does not have to go as far as to say that the Russians actually enjoy 
suffering. There is, in the Russian character, a curious duality. 
Unlike most Westerners, a Russian seems able to be both loyal and 
disloyal at the same time. One of the most universally recognized 
characters in Russian fiction is the servant Zakhar. In Goncharov’s 
famous novel Oblomov, Zakhar’s peculiar kind of loyalty to his 
master Oblomoy illuminates a good deal of the Russian citizen’s 
hip to his cou 
otwithstanding the fact that Zakhar loved to drink;’to gossip 
and to bear tales, that he held out change from Oblomov’s money, 
broke everything around the house and was consistently lazy, he 
was nevertheless a servant who was deeply devoted to his master. 
He would have thought nothing of being burned or drowned for 
him, not considering this any feat worthy of surprise or of any sort 
of reward. He looked on this as natural, or, to say better, he did not 
look on it at all, but acted thus without any sort of speculation. 
Externally he was not obsequious to his master, and was even rude 
and familiar in his conduct with him, growing genuinely angry 
with him over any sort of trifle, and even speaking evilly of him in 
his gossiping at the gates; but nevertheless this shadow only 
existed temporarily, and did not at all diminish his blood-relation 
feeling of devotion to him, not only to Oblomov personally, but to 
all who bore the name of Oblomov, which was close, dear and valu- 
able to him, ... Zakhar loved Oblomov like a cat loves its attic, a 
horse its stall, a dog its kennel, in which it was born and grew up. 
... The tie between the two was unbreakable. Just as Oblomov 
ould neither get up nor go to slecp, nor be combed or booted or 
finish dinner without Zakhar’s help, so Zakhar could not imagine 
any other master for himself, no other existence than to dress and 
feed him, to be rude and sly with him, to lie to him, and at the same 
time to internally venerate him.” 

When one hears a Russian cursing his government, it is well to 
remember the spirit of Zakhar. 


The tribute of agony 


LL that we see in Russian character is naturally rooted in 
XN Russian history. Here we must look for the forces that made 
Russian nationalism the fierce thing it is. Conscious, popular na- 
tionalism in Russia has been given three tremendous impulses— 
the defeat of Charles XII at Poltava, the defeat of Napoleon in 181 
and the defeat of the German armies under Hitler. In each case 
Russia was freed of dangerous invaders, and great foreign 
were swept from the soil of Russia to utter disaster. Each time

Persistent prop- 
wanda has made them, in the mind of the average Russian, a 
fourth sweeping-out of the hated foreign invader, comparable to 
the other genuine historical victories. When the Tatar invasions 
are also remembered, it is not difficult to understand how the aver- 
age Russian ci s his country as a prize so rich that it must al- 
ways attract aggression. Thus his country’s agony is also history's 
tribute to its greatness. He sees his land as a vast Belgium, ever a 
cockpit of wars, but one fought for as an end in itself. Only for this 
reason is it, to the Russian citizen, a sad and hard land. 

Upon all these themes Communist Party propaganda plays skill- 
fully in spinning out its doctrine of “capitalist encirclement.” Its 
effectiveness is uneven through the population. Enthusiastic youth 
usually takes it at face value; there is a considerable element at the 
other extreme which stubbornly rejects it as propaganda, But a 
great many mature and thoughtful Russians maintain a state of 

spended judgment, distrusting East and West alike.

simple ingredients of patriotism and nationalism, unadorned with 
Marxian embellishments. In its relentless, calculated exaltation 
of “Mother Russia,” the government has found an imposing cul- 
tural arsenal in Russia’s language itself and in the works of Rus. 
sia’s novelists, dramatists and poets. 

‘The Russians have always been proudly aware that they pos 
sess a marvelous language—complex, flexible, expressive and rich. 
They are conscious of it in somewhat the same way, but on a less 
intellectual plane, as the expert in Shaw’s Pygmalion was of the 
English language. Only English has a more extensi bulary 
than Russian, and only English is a langua ing while 
abroad in 1882, Turgenev had this to say of his native tongue: “In 
days of doubt, in days of irresolution about the future fate of my 
rodina—you alone upport and my stay, oh, mighty, great, 
true and free Russi If it were not for you, how could I 
fail to come to despair in view of all that is done at home?—But one 
cannot believe that such a language was not given to a great people. 

The language has found most poignant expression in the songs 
of the people. They mirror beautifully the simple elements of Rus- 
sian life—the steppes, the forests, the sparkle of winter and the 
power of family love. The songs take many forms, from the byliny, 
which are half-chanted rey ions of old legends and hero tales, to 
the lively chastushki, which, in brevity and wit, resemble our lim- 
ericks. Music se a national natural talent; the rich folk tra- 
ditions and the long series of great composers have conspired to 
give the Russians an enviable musical wealth. They are a singing 
people: troops sing on the march, schoolchildren sing on their ex- 
cursions, and accordions gather little groups around them in all 
sorts of places. Countless Russians know so many songs that lie 
close to their hearts that they can continue them literally for hours, 
verse after verse. Of these songs, a vast number are historical and 
riotic—“Stenka Razin, Volga, Volga, mother mine’ is typical. 
they are at once an expression and a great source of abiding love 
for the native land. 


The great swift troika 


HIS love at times assumes, in song and literature, the grand 

proportions of a superb arrogance. In a memorable passage 
in Dead Souls, Gogol likened Russia to a great swift troika, with 
the road smoking under it, the bridges thundering, everything fall- 
ing behind. The wonderful bronze-breasted steeds of the troika, 
with the whirlwinds riding their manes, “almost not touching the 
earth with their hoofs, have been transformed into a single line 
flying through the air, and the troika, inspired by God, rushes on.
